1« TSUJI >fcsanobu, Idåde^. of the Jiei Domsl (Self Defezuse league), has thus far 
refused to joln the K.'^oku Undo (National Salvntlcn Movemont) becatise of the 
violent action ^p:oup wlthin the Moveaent, However, he nay bo forcod to go 
along vith the Movomsnt In arder to oalntain his position oT leadership among 
rlghtists« TSUJI opooses the vievs of such fana ties as INCUE KLsshol> who has 
declared that everyone in his orgaalzation, the Nippon Xakushin Reniaei (Japan 
Reform loaf^), is prepered to sacrifico his Ilfe for the sclco of riddin,^ the 
Japensse Gevomment of undesir^nble elements; and TAHI ^ilsayu]cl of the Junjoku 
Seinen Tal (Ibrtyrs Youth Corr^^.who made sinilar statemonts durlng a tour of 
Hekkaido in 1953« TSUJI has alvays been very popular in those areas which are 
steeped in Samurai tradition, and it la frem thoøe areas thst bs has drawn support 
for his election to the Diet« However, if he contlnuee his so-called Independent 
stand in defiance of the ultranationalist groupe, he vill find hiosolf faced vith 
concerted opposition. TSUJI has Indicated thst he wiU hold out, but slnce he 
has ns ver before been the target of ultranationalist anmlty, only time wiU tell 
wbether he can maintain bis present stand« FoUowers of TSUJI have stated that 
they expeot TSUJI 's prestige to inorease this year beoaiisa so many people are 
losing faitb in the present gorvernnent but cannot accept aitber Socialist party 
as possible alternatives«^ 

2. K0DA>iH Toehio, who is the leadlng flgure behlnd the Junkoku Selrksn Tal, is helle ved 
to have lost fa vor vith many rlghtists because of his invdvemsnt in the Hozan 
Kai sal Kai scandal and hiø reported leadership of "goon squade** for the prealdents 
of the Hokkaldo Colliery and Steamablp Ccupany, Ltd, and the Kanegafuchi Textile 
Coopany (Kanebo). Many rlghtists feel that KCDAKA haa exploited the ultranation- 
alist movement for personal gain« This loss of prestige has resulted in a decrease 
of snpDort from his finsneial supportera« (bø aource of incoas, the Hekkaido 
Gonstzuctlon Company (Hokkaldo Kénsatau K.K«), ia reportsdly losing m^sy and itø 
financiers, the Hol^ido GoUlery and Staaaa^p Companiy, is Hesitant about gi ving 
fur ther assistance beoauae of the recent soandala« There are rumora that KUDAl^tt, 
has been maklng trips to Hekkaido recently, but these trlpa are believed to be 
strlctly on business.^ ^ 
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
